a lo\er of children to the little folks. 
Your room would be a bleak, barren 
place on the morning of the twenty-fifth 
of December, without the anticipation 
of the time-honored custom of emptying 
he contents of your stocking, which 
hangs so plump and inviting at the 
chimney corner. 
Its capacity amazes 


you, 
it has depths of which you never 


dreamed, and there is no end to nhat it 
might hold In store for you—anything 
from the she of a pin to an umbrella. 
But have you never wondered about Its 
origin—how the stocking came to be the 
accepted receptacle for all your choicest 
gifts? Well, I will tell you. 


In Italy, good old St. Nicholas of 


Padua, used to go around 1'roin house 
to house, with long knitted purses, tied 
ar both ends, which he would throw 
Into the open windows of the poor. They 
were knitted from 
yarn and looked 


quite like a footless stocking. After a 
wlille, it^became the custom to hang 
these empty purses out of the window 
the niglif before Christmas, so that, as 
he passed by, he could drop a gift Into 
them. But when coin became scarce, 
all sorts of toys were dropped in which 
gave delight to the children. And as for 
the grown-ups they had to be satisfied 
with more practical, useful presets. 
Tills idea was then carried to the 
North Country, when the nurses were 
hung ou the chimney beside a roaring 
flre and here it was supposed that the 
kind old Saint would climb down the 
chimney and fill them to overflowing. 
When these old purses finally went out 
of existence, stockings were used to 
take their place, and from that time 
until this they have held an unique 
place in the observance of Christmas. 


PNEUMONIA. 


Little Talks on Health and Hygiene 
By SAMUEL, O. DIXON, M. D., L£. D., 
Commissioner of Health. 


This Is the season when pneumonia 


becomes the chief ally of death and 
slaughters 
thousands. 
During 
the 


changeable weather when winter sets 
iu and again in the spring, its greatest 
toll is exacted. 


Pneumonia is a germ disease; the 


minute organism which causes it is 
called by physicians the pneumococcus. 
It is to a certain extent contagious. 
However, these germs are sometimes 
found in the throats of 
perfectly 


healthy persons. When the bodily re- 
sistance of the Individual becomes low- 
ered through physical exhaustion and 
this Is followed by exposure In poorly 
ventilated rooms, offices, crowded street 
cars, local railroad trains or 111 venti- 
lated theatres which are hot beds of 
the infection, pneumonia is apt to re- 
sult 


Cold itself Is not directly a factor. 


In the Arctic regions the germ does not 
exist in the pure frigid air. 
This 


points to one of the secrets for avoid- 
ing the disease; seek fresh air for 
pneumonia is found where it Is forbid- 
den. 
Work and sleep with the windows 
open. 


Men have more of a tendency to the 


disease than women because of the ad- 
ditional exposure to impure air and 
hardshixis which they must endure. Al- 
coholism Is a factor in many cases. The 
man who indulges in much alcohol is 
apt to reduce- his power of resistance 
and thereby becomes susceptible- 


Great fatigue should be avoided if 


possible for it is a predisposing factor 
in lesser-ing the natural resistence to 
this and other disease. If you are ex- 
posed to rough weather and get wet 
and cold, take a run down with a 
coarse towel and change to dry cloth- 
ing. Above all avoid stuffy 111-venti 
lated places where crowds congregate. 


Many people consider it Impossible to 


follow this advice at this season of the 
year when the holiday rush Is on. Be- 
cause it is or seems to be impossible for 
thousands of our workers to observe 
these precautions, the grim figures will 
head the mortality tables for Decem- 
ber.
